Speaking at the opening of the autumn 
session of the Legislativé Council in 
Simla the Viceroy, Lord: Chelmsford, said 
that India was returning to normal condi- 
tions at a pace greatly in advance of the 
rest of the world.

The Prince of Wales will not visit 
Jamaica owing to an outbreak of chickén 
pox there. 

General Lord Rawlinson has been ap- 
pointed to succeed General Monro in thé 
Indian Command. 

The Lord Mayor of Cork was reported to 
be “ weak but cheery,” yesterday. 


Seven members of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary were killed on Saturday and 
Sunday and tour were wounded. Jistrict 
Inspector Swanzy, who was recently 
changed from Cork City té Lisburn, was. 
shot dead yesterday while leaving his 
church, in the town of Lisburn.. 

Following the shooting of District In- 
spector Swanzy, in Lisburh yesterday, the 
business and dwelling-houses-of a number 
of. men who are believed’ to be Sinn 
Feimers were attackéd+and burned. A 
publican named McKeever was shot in the 
chest. 

The other members of ‘the force’ who lost 
their lives were a constable who was shot 
in Dundalk yesterday, a constable who was 
shot in Kilrush, a constable shot near 
Oranmore, ‘a constable shot in County Kil- 
dare, a sergeant who was shot in Athlone, 


and another in Macroom. 

-More than fifty outrages of various kinds 
were yeparted to Dublin Castle daring 
Saturday and. Sunday. -They occurred in 
various districts all over the country. : 

Following the ambushing of a police 
patrol in County Galway on Saturday 
morning, 4 number of houses were burned 
in Oranmore on the same night, and some 
of the inhabitants fled from the village in 
terror. 

Two medical officers who were sent by 
the Government to examine the men on 
strike in Cork Prison have received letters 
gnáis, Paging that they will be held re- 
sponsible should any of the men die in 
prison, or after their release. |

The Miners’ Threat. 


By the end of this week we shall know 
whether the country has to brace itself 
to meet a strike of miners. Some time 
ago the Miners’ Federation presented an 
ultimatum to the Government. ' It de- 
manded a reduction of 14s. 2d. per ton 
in the pricé*ef domestic coal and á wage 
inerease of 2s. per shift for its members. 
The Government. refused to grant these 


claims, whereupon the Federation de- 
cided to take a ballot for or against a 
strike. That ballot is now in progress, 
and there can be little doubt about its 
result. Once more, we fear, the “ wild 
men ” will carry the day. Thonsands of 
miners who do not want a strike’ will 
either not vote at all or will throw in 
their lot with the majority in the hope 
that the Government may be cowed into. 
surrender, The weakness which the 
Cabinet displayed on former o¢casions en- 
courages them to take that view. Succes- 
sive demands have been granted’ without 
even a pretence of resistance, and, not 
unnaturally, the miners believe that they 
have only to bluster loudly enough in 
order to bring the Government to its 
knees. We believe that they are mistaken 
this time, and that the Ministers have no 
intention of reconsidering their firm re- 
fusal to grant the present claims. Sir 
Robert Horne made a statement to that 
effect ‘before the House of Commons ad- 
journed, and on Waturday the Food Con- 
troller gave a similar’ assurance to his 
constituents at Northamptoi, ‘The fact is 
that the limit has heen reached beyond 
which the. Government dared not go. ‘To

would be to impose an intolerable burden 
| upon -every' industry and every taxpayer | ,, 
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1915 they reached a total of 42,500, 
tons. If the output were at that rate now, 
‘the Exchequer would receive a sum of at 
least £200,000,000 per annum, instead of 
£66,000,000. In those circumstances the 
country would be really prosperous. 
The high cast of coal hampers every indus- 
try, and makes it difficult for firms to 
compete successfully for foreign orders, 
and the restrictions on exports have caused 
considerable unemployment at the great 
ports. Moreover, British ships are com- 
pelled to sail in ballast, and this adds 
enormously to the cost of all imported 
foodstuffs. 

It is scarcely necessary to lay. stress on 
the seriousness of a general coal’ strike. 
Mr. McCurdy said on Saturday that it 
would mean the paralysis ól our indus- 
trial and social life, and that is ‘the plain 
truth, Every trade and every household 
would be affected. — The events of 1912 
must still be fresh on the public mind. 
It may be recalled ‘that a general strike 
of miners began on March 1st of that 
year. By March 5th the coal and freight 
markets of South Wales. were dead, and 
the British Channel ports almost deserted. 
in the West of Scotland 60,000 workers 
were thrown idle in consequence of the 
closing down of furnaces, rolling mills, 
and other departments in the iron and 
steel trades, and unemployment on a 
similar scale was reported all over the 
Kingdom. A limited railway service was 
kept running with difficulty, and street 
light was reduced to a minimum. The 
retail price ef coal was doubled. That 
was the record of one week's stoppage, | 
and it was followed by even graver events. 
By the end of the month distress had 
become acute. Thousands @ péopie were 
faced. by. starvation, an1 there were 
“ hanger’ demonstrations, which led to 
ricts. Unless the miners repent at the 
eleventh hour, we ~thall have similar— 
but worse—experiences next month. - To- 
day the reserves of coal are smaller than 
ever they were? therefore, distress and 
destitution will develop much more 
quickly. It is a terrible prospect, but we 
should be foolish if we did not face it. 
The miners are among the best paid of 
all the large classes of workers. If they 
go on strike, they will imeur a heavy 
responsibility and sacrifice the good-will 
of every other section of the community— 
and they will be defeated. 


Central Europe. 


In these stormy days of political unrest, 
when the Continents of Europe and Asia 
are bemg ravished by wars and fierce up- 
heavals, the slightest evidence of returning 
sanity among their warring peoples is a 
welcome sign. During last week an 
entente was conchided between Czecho- 
Slovakia, . Rumania, and Jugo-Slavia, 
which, if pursued to its logical con- 
clusion, will. help to stabilise the whole 
of Central* Europe. Ever ~sirice the 
Armistice was signed, nearly two years 
ago, the new States which’ arose from the 
ashes of the Austrian and Russian Em- 
pires have been at one anotber’s throats. 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia; Austria, Hun- 
gary, and Jugo-Slavia—every one has been 
trying to enrich itself at the expense of all 
the others. Economic embargos have been 
the order of the day. Communication be- 
tween the various little States has been 
difficult, and eyery obstacle has been put 
in the way of free intercourse. As a 
result of her war with Hungary, Rumania 
was dragged into the vortex of prejudice 
and unreasoning hatred, and, conse- 
quently, acute misery has prevailed 
throughout the whole of Central Europe. 
The new entente is the first sign of a more 
conciliatory spirit. It marks a definite 
departure from the absurd policy of ex- 
clusion which these States have been 
following against one another, and en- 
courages the hope that before very Jong 
normal conditions may begin to be re- 
stored. None of the new States can do 
without its neighbours; and the only per- 
manent solution of Central Europe's diffi- 
culties will be found—if, indeed, it be 
found at all—in a loose, econdmic federa-, 
tion between them. The present entente 
does not go nearly far enough. It should 
include Austria and’ Hungary, because 
otherwise it is always liable, at a moment's 
notice, to be turned into a so-called * de. 
fensive’’ alliance against them. Austria 
is in a worse position than any other 
European State, and its geographical posi- 
tion makes it the. very core of the new 
group. If Austria collapses, - Czecho- 
Slovakia, Hungary, Jugo-Slavia, : 
haps, even Rumania, will collapse as well, 
because famine knows no frontiers, and 
prejudice cannot set a limit to the march 


of a pestilence. If the new ententz in. 
vites Austria to join it, it will have taken 


the first step towards real reconstruction 
in Central Europe. Already it has made 
certain economic arra 
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rice, and the gradual recovery of Central 


appends to his report an interesting table 
giving the relative food values of the prin- 
cipal foodstuffs. According to this table 
imported mutton is by far the most 
economical kind of meat to buy, while 
many foods which “at present play a 
minor part in the dietary of this country,” 
such, for instance, as “rice, tapioca, oat- 
meal, lenfils, peas, and beans, are com- 
paratively chean and yield excellent food 
values. A little discrimination by the 
celisumer, according to the Food Con- 
troller, would go a long way towards the 
confusion of the “ profiteer,’’ and also 
would reduce the demand for those food- 
stuffs which are increasing in price almost 
every day.

The Olympic Games. 


Public attention is so preoccupied with 
political and economic affairs that the 
Olympic Games which are in progress in 
Antwerp. have received comparatively little 
notice. Although they will not finish until 
the end 'oí the week, most of the really 
interesting events are over, and the last 
week witnessed some splendid athletic 
contests. As usual, the athletes from the 
United States carried all—or nearly all— 
before them, but Great Britain proved 
once more that, although she refuses to 
take sport. au grand serieur, her sons can 
still compete with success against the 
finest athletes in the world: Both the 800 
and the 1,500 metres flat races were won 
by Mr. A. G. Hill, whose brilliant running 
was one of the most notable features of 
the Games. Another Briton, Mr. Percy 
Hodges, who was his country’s sole repra- 
sentative in the 3,000 metres steeplechase, 
won easily from a “field” of champions ; 
while in the 400 metres (the “quarter 3 
Mr. B. G. Rudd, of Oxford, running under 
South African colours, scored a fine suc- 
‘cess. Bad luck dogged the footsteps of 
Great Britain’s foremost sprinter, Mr. H. 
F. Edward, who was the“ favourite” both 
for the 100 and the 200 metres. In the 
former he was the victim of a thoroughly 
bad start, and finished third, having pre- 
viously defeated the American “ crack.”’ 
in one of the semi-finals ; and in the latter 
he strained a muscle in his leg. Neverthe- 
less, he finished third in the final, and 
but for his accident almost certainly would 
have won “on ‘form.2 Altogether, Great 
Britain has fo reason. to be ashamed of 
her athletes’ performances at Antwerp. 
They have upheld the best British tradi- 
tions and shown the world that these 
little islands still produce sportsmen who, 
in victory or defcat, shed lustre on their 
nation’s name.

Not an- 
naturally, the victorious Poles are in no 
mood to accept the somewhat humiliating 
conditions which the Bolshevists wished to 
force on them, but have formulated terms 
of their own. 

On the face of them, these seem to be 
moderate. . But they require to be set out 
in more detail before their meaning can be 
understood cleariy. For moss. the 
statements that the right of “ self-deter- 
mination ” will be demanded “for the 
peoples who were included. in Poland” de- 
pends for its interpretation upon the his- 
torical définition to be given to “ Poland.” 
Obviously it cannot be the Poland de- 
lineated by the Peace Conference, or the 
phrase would have no meaning. Is it the 
Poland of 1793 or 1772, or some earlier 
date that is intended? At one time, it 
must be remembered, Poland included a 


considerable part of what is now Russia, 
and extended as far south as Moldavia.

The Dublin Castle authorities say ——" In vic 
of this letter the Government wish it to js 
clearly understocd that Dr. McCormack and 1): 
Kinsella went to Cork Prison under orders from 
the Government, and that as soon ae they ha: 
examined the prisoners thus placed under their 
medical care they strongly recommended to th 
Government that on medical grounds th: 
prisonere should be released. 

“ The Government, after full consideration 
decided thet, having regard to the offences with 
which they are charged, the eleven prisoner: 
now on hunger-strike are not to be released. 


and ‘the responsibility for this decision rests en- 
tirely and solely with the Government. The re- 
sponsibility of Dr. MeCormack and Dr. Kinsella 
is confined to taking such steps as are within 
their competence as medical men to relieve the 
condition to which the prisoners have been 
duced by their own act.” 


CONDITION OF THE LORD MAYOR. 


Alderman T. MacSwiney, the Lord Mayor of 
Cork, who is imprisoned at Brixton, was yeste- 
day described as-being “ very weak, but bright 
and cheery.” One of his lungs, however, is now 
| affected, and if he is detained much longer it is 

probable that this will leave a trace for the rest 
of his life. He is stated to be “bearing up well, 
and determined to be free, one wey or the other.” 
Yesterday morning Holy Communion was  ad- 
ministered by his private chaplain, Father 
Dominic. During the day the Lady Mayoress 
and Miss MacSwmey, sister of the Lord Mayor, 
visited him in Brixton Prison. 


RUMOURS OF A RELEASE. 


* Father Dominic, private chaplain to the Lord 
Mayer, told a representative of the Press Asso- 
ciation last night that he had received a tele- 
gram from Cork to the effect thet Mr. 
MacSwiney had been released on the authority 
of the Home Secretary. “Í proceded to 
Brixton Prison,”’ he said, “and was informed 
that no such communication had been received 
by the eanithorities. [I am to visit the Lord 
Mayor at 8.30 to-morrow morning,” continued 
Father Domonie, “ but I have high hopes that 
he will have been released by that hour.’ 
NO FORCIBLE FEEDING. 

It is officially stated that the Government 
have decided that Mr. M iney shall not be 
released from prison because of his refusal to 
take food. Owing to his condition of health he 
cannot be furcibly fed. He is receiving th“ spe- 
cial privileges aceorded to certain classes of 
+ offenders under the prison rules. 


THE QUESTION OF A PETITION. 


LADY MAYORESS’S DENIAL. 

The Press Association is requested by. the 
Lady Mayoress of Cork (Mrs. iney) to 
deny the report which has been sent out to 
the Press to the effect that the Lord Mayor 
of Cork had sent a petition for his release to 
the Home Secretary at Whitehall. “The true

creat anxiety about the health of the Lord 
Mayor, chiefly on account of the marks left bv 
a former attack of pleurisy, which, he thought, 


under the strain of the hunger-strike micht 
develep into tuberculosia’ The junior doctor re- 
sector” to this effect, di’ the Home Offiee sent 
down its Medical Commissioner of the Prisons 
Board on 20th inst. to” examine the Lord 
Mayor. This officer made a thorough cxamina- 
tion, and confirmed the report of the prison 
doctor. He ajso further impressed on the Lord 
Mayor the extreme gravity of his state, and 
then procesded, to read a document from the 
Home Secretary warning the Lord Mavor that 
he would not be released, and that the conse- 
quences of his refusal to take food would rest 
with himself. On this the Lord Mayor sent a 
reply to the Home Secretary in the folowing 
terms. Being too feeble to write himself, the 
Lord Mayor dictated the letter to a prison offi- 
cial, who wrote the letter for him, but the 
Lord Mayor signed the letter himself.” The 
text of the letter, says the Lady Mayoress, aa 
memorised by herself and Miss MacSwiney, and 
notetl by them immediately afterwarde, is :— 

“‘Sir,—The Medical Commissioner visited me 
to-day, and put me through a thorough medi- 
cal oxamination. He confirmed what the medi- 
ceal officer (Dr. Higson) had reported, and told 
me my health was in a dangerous condition. 


He read to me a document from you warning 
me that I would not be released, and the con- 
sequences of my refusing to take food would 
rest with myself. Nevertheless, the conse- 
quences will rest with you. My undertakinz 
on the day of my alleged courtmartial, tha: I 
would be free, alive or dead,-withm a month, 
will be fulfilled. It appears from your com- 
munication that my release is to be death. 
In that event the British Government can 
boast of having killed two Lord Mayors of the 
same city within six months—an achievement 
without parallel in the history of oppression 
Knowing the revolution of opinion that wil! ha 
thereby caused throughout the civilised world, 
and the consequent accession of support ta 
Ireland in her hour of trial, I am reconciled ia 
a premature grave. I 4m prepared ‘to die.— 
(Signed) TERRSCE MacSyrer, Lord Mayor ol 
Cork.”

There 
have been no further releases for hospital treat- 
ment since Friday, although numbers of the 
men are described as being in an alermingly

ee tears Harrison, Secretary of the 
Irish Dominion League, has telegraphed to the 
Home Secretary protesting against the attitude 
of the Government towards the Lord Mayor of 
Cork and other hunger-striking prisoners. 


SKIBBEREEN GUARDIANS’ VIEWS. 
Our Skibbereen Correspondent, writing on 
Saturday, says:—At the monthly meeting of 
the Skibbereen Board of Guardians to-day, Mr. 
J... O'Driscoll, M.C.C. (Chairman), presiding, 
Mr. J. P. O’Hannrachan proposed a resolu 
tion, strongly condemning the “inhuman cruelt# 


and barbarity’’ of the agents of the English Go- 
vernment in their treatment of the hunger 
strikers in Cork and elsewhere. 

The Chairman, seconding the resolution, said 
that the conditions under which the prisoners 
were removed recently from Cork Jail were cer. 
tainly most inhuman. The “let them die " at 
titude of the Government was to be condenimed.

THE LORD MAYOR OF CORK. 
The process of wbinforéing (te Irish Adminis. 
tration is now far advanced, remarks TA“ 
Times, in its ¢ditorial comment to-day. The 
powers conferred by the Restoration of Order 


in Ireland Act were exercised last week by the } 


promulgation of a code of emergency legislation 
by Order in Council, and there are signs that 
the Government will not be slow to employ 
their strength. The fate of Ireland is, there- 
fore, committed to the ordeal of a battle be- 
tween the insurgent section of the le and 
the forces of the Crown. Doubtless the new 
mueasures are the logical outcome of the Govern- 
ment's policy, and if that eeney were well- 
founded, it would be impossible to question the 
desirability of stern action in the face of 
tyranny by «assassination and outrage. But we 
hold the policy mistaken, and these measures 
merely a confession of bankruptcy in stateman- 


 ghip. On the broad issue of whether the relations 


hetween Great Britain and Ireland are te be 
those of peace or war, the Government have 
deliberatele, even if temporarily, decided in 
favour of war. We fear if is only oc probable 
that their challenge will be accupted with a 
vengeance. The terrible series of murders of 
policemen which we record to-day furnish their 
own commentary. At the moment Alderman 
MacSwiney. the Lord Mayor of Cork, is the 
protagonist of the Irish cause. He was con- 
vieted by court-martial on August 16 of offences 
tantamount to «4 defiance of constituted 
authority, and was legally sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment. He has appealed to the 
weapon of the  hunget-strike, and now, in 
weakened health, confronts the Government with 
aneembarrassing, though a familiar, dilemma. 
In our view, one course alone is open to them 
in this instance. Had the Lord Mayor of Cork 
been tried and sentenced for complicity in 
murder, or in serious outrage, we should have 
held them justified in permitting him to suffer 
the fuil consequences of his action. But his 
offences are»not of this character, and in the 
eves of his fellow-countrymen bear no moral 
stigma. If he dies, the majorit~ of the Irish 
people will conscientiously regard him as a 
martyr. 


THE STRUGGLE IN POLAND. 
The Times, An a leading article to-day deal- 


ing with the military situation in Poland, ; 


says:—The news will give sincere satisfaction 
to all whose vision of the opposing forces is 
mot hovelesly rejudiced by desire f a 
Bolshevist triumph. Out of the confusion 
which the partisans of revolution have deliber- 
ately thrown about the situation there emerges 
undeziable and irreluctable, the fact that the 
Polisi armies are fighting in the cause of a 
free Poland. It cannot be too often declared, 
and it should never be forgotten, that an in- 
dependent Poland is, in the words of Mr. 
Lloyd George, “essential to the whole fabric of 


peace.” If Poland should again be overwhelmed, | 


or should suffer a diminution of authority within 
its own s, the way would be det for 
an imvasion of Western Europe by the troops 
and the missionaries of Bolshevism. This 
danger ig by no means over. The Times calls 
for courage and firmness, but also for wise 
restraint. Poland is justified of her fight for 
Poland, which is also a fight for European 
civilisation ; but at the borders of Poland her 
Justifieation stops. Her friends in this eountry, 
io France, and in the United States could 
follow her no farther than her own frontiers. 
In Europe any demand made by Poland beyond 
the simple reiteragion of her imsistence . on 
security within such boundaries would be a 
weapon in the hands of those who are foment- 
ing revolution in the United States; it would 
strencthen the forces which are opposed to any 
American participation in international affairs, 
whether through the League cf Nations or 
otherwise. 


LORD RAWLINSON’S NEW 
POST. 


The Times; in announcing Lord Rawlinson’s 
appointment to the Indian Command, states 
that Lord Ravwlinson's appointment has been 
expected for some time, and will cause little 
surprise.

that Sir Charles Munro, who was appointed to |

The presumption 
now is that he did not wish to undertake a 
further period of residence in the tropics.

They were inclined to recall the 
famous controversy which urose while Lord 
Kitchener was in India, and feared that a 
soldier of so much eminence, and such high 
rank and fame, might over-ride them with 
the home Government if he felt so disposed.

POLISH TRIBUTE TO FRENCH 
STRATEGY. 

A Warsew telegram, dated Friday, states :— 
The official communique issued to-day says the 
operations of the Polish Army, based on the 
principles of French strategy, were entirely 
successful. The Polish forces, which attacked 
from Lublin, have occupied the towns of 
Seidlce and Biela, and have reached she left 
bank of the Bug below Brest-Litovsk. They 
are now seeking io operate a junction with the 
army which is advancing in the fork between 
the Narew and the Bug, so as to intercept on 
the Warsaw-Bialystok road the: Bolshevists, 
who ere retreating in great disorder. The right 
wing of the Poles has reached the forts of 
Brest-Litovsk to the south. Strong detach- 
mente have crossed the Bug in the direction 
of Kowel, thus covefing the Polish advance 
@painst. a possible counter-attack on its flank. 
The Polish forces in thig sector are supported 
by a division from the Ukraine and the Russian 
Volunteer army of General Balacvowiez, which 
returned to the Poles in the. east of Brest- 
| Litovsk during the last Bolshevik offensive. 
The communications of the Bolshevik garrison 
occupying the fortresg are this practically cut 
on all sides to the north-easi of Warsaw. In 
the fork betwoon the Buy end the Narew. the 
Poles, stormed the Pultusk bridgéhead, and are 
continuing their advance in the direction of 
Ostrolenka. This move threatens directly the 
only road of retreat left to the Bolshevists 
who advanced in the direction of Mlawa and 
Soldau, end* who are now being pursued by 
the Polish force concentrated on the Modlin- 
Danzig line. 

A Berlin telegram, dated Friday, states — 
According to reports from a German source at 
Koenigebers the Russians are stated io be 
preparing to make a stand north and west 
of Soldau. The Poles are pressing on past 
Ciechanov, where the Russians are throwing in 
big reserves. The Polish main body is ad- 
vancing on the whole front. and has reached 
the Bug near Sokolov and Brada, and crossed 
it at Drobiczi. 


AMERICAN POLICY.

On one poin only there is 
a divergence, not of principle, hut of procedure. 
The United States Government has not re- 
cognised the Government of General Wrangel, 
but it eorwiders the declaration made hy the 
French Gowernment is in perfect accord with 
the principles followed by the United States, 
aml has far greater importance than the 
divergence of procedure resulting from the 
decision taken by France in one particular 
case. The eesnrance given by the French Go- 
vernment to helo the Russian people. end of its 
opposition to the dismemberment of : Ruesia, is 
very satisfactorv. The reply of the French 
Government teveals the identity of the views 
of the two Gorernments, and a difference of 
eninion se to the meana to be emrloved for 
their realisation should in no way lessen the 
satiefaction felt at the conclusion of an aerer- 
ment on the question of the principal object 
to he attained.

THROUGH WARSAW. 


Reuters Warsaw Correspondent telegraphed 
yesterday—-Warsaw to-day witness a sicht 
which gave the population more confidence than 
any incident since the Polish counter-offensive 
began. It was a procession of 3,000 prisoners, 
gathered from various parts of the front, 
marched to the rear across the Vistula and into 
the city, headed by the Polish Guard. Then 
came six Rolshevik cannon, drawn by emaciated 
horses with rope harness. Great crowds lined 
the principal thoroughferes, thoroughly enioy- 
ine the sight. In addition to the Polish 
soldiers acting as guards to the prisoners. there 
were a number of peasani« called to sasist the 
troops, seme carrying scythes and others huge 
clibs. evidently cut on the roadside. A few 
had rifles. 


RED AE IN PERIL.

The following 
serious crimes have been notified :— 

District Inspector Oswald BR. Swanzy, . of 
Lisburn, was shot dead when coming 
out of church in Lisbura yesterday by 
five men, who subsequently escaped in 
a motor car, Police and military 
forces have started in pursuit. 
The event occasioned consternation 
amongst the local police, who were 
very much attached to him. 

(Mr. Swanzy, it will be remembered, was 
stationed in Cork at the time of the 
shooting of the late Mr. MacCurtain, 
Lord Mayor’ of Cork. His name was 
prominently mentioned during the 
proceedings in connection with the 
inquest, and he himself was examined 
as a witness. After the inquest he 
was transferred from Cork to the 
North.) 

Sergeant Thomas Craddock, of Athlone, 
was shot dead in the street at Athlone 
at midnight on Saturday night. 

Sergeant Maunsell was shot dead on Satur- 
day night at 9.20 o'clock in Macroom 
by unknown persons when returning 
to barracks with a constable. 

Constable John O'Hanlon, of Kilrush, was 
shot dead in a shop in Moore street, 
Kilrush, at 4 p.m. on Saturday after- 
noon, 

A police patrol was ambushed at Kill, 
near Naas, on Saturday night. One

SERGEANT KILLED IN 
MACROOM. 


SHOT DEAD IN THE STREETS, 


Our Cork Correspondent telegraphed 
evening—Last night in Macroom, Co. Cork, 
Sergeant Maunsell, R.1.C., was shot dead by an 
anknown person. , 

Owing to the shocking series of outrages in 
the district. recently the “Curfew” Order was 
put in force, and Sergeant Maunsell was on the 
streets, it is stated, seeiny to its enforcement, 
when a number ‘of revolver shots were heard, 
and he fell: mortally wounded. 

He had been, until a short time ago, in 
charge of Inchigeela Barracks, and when the 
Constabulary closed it up, the garrison was 
brought into Macroom. 

Thé district is at present almost flooded with 
military owing to the recent shootings) of 
military officers and soldiers, for which nobody 

as been. made amenable. 

The usual search was made last night, but 
without result.

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SERGEANT KILLED IN 
ATHLONE. 


SHOT WHILE LEAVING A CLUB. 
Telegraphing last night, our Athlone Cor 
respondent states—Sergeant Thomas Craddock, 
R.LC., Fry place Police Barracks, Athlone, was 
shot dead in King street at 12.30 o'clock last 
night. He was accompanied by Constable 
McMahon. The deceased sergeant was shot 
immediately on coming from the Comrades of 
the Great War Club. Opposite the club in 
this narrow street is one of the side walls of 
the military barracks, with a lie-by which 
usually contains a cart or a number of empty 
porter barrels. These barrels were there last 
night, and may have afforded cover for the 
attackers, who are believed to have been seven 
in number. 

The lie-by commands the club door. The 
sergeant and his companion came through this 
door from a long hall, which separates the club 
from the street An investigation of the scene 
of the occurrence to-day indicates that a con- 
siderable number of shots were fired, which were 
generally heard in the vicinity. Some of them 
took effect, inflicting injuries to his body, and 
causing internal bleeding, as the result of which 
death supervened within half-an-hour. There 
were no traces of blood at the place where the 
shooting took place. 

A bullet passed at very low range through 
the timber of a barber’s shop almost directly 
opposite to where the sergeant fell, showing 
that while on the ground he replied io the first 
voliey fired at him; and two other shots, which 
left similar marks on a window and the shop 
door of Mr. Wheatley’s, point to the fact that 
Sergeant Craddock fired a second “and third 
time as his assailanis ran up King atreet. 
Other marks go to show that the attackers 
replied to this fire as they retired. 

Constable McMahon, eo far as can be ascer- 
tained, was not fired at, and he apparently 


for his dying comrade. The men in the club 
came down at once and rendered all the aid 
that they could, and the Rev. Father O’Beirne, 
ffom St. Peter's Church, arrived with great 
promptness, and was with Sergeant Craddeck. 
When the sergeant was carried to the military 
barracks adjoining it was found that he was dead. 
The military turned out, as did the police, and 
a very thorough search of the district was made. 
There was a dance at the Irish National 
Foresters’ Hall near Fry place Police Station, in 
aid of the railway workers’ strike fund, and 
inquiries were made by the authorities there, 
but the social gathering was not interrupted. 

Athlone, up to this, has been the centre of, 
perhaps, the most peaceful district in Ireland, 
and this unhappy occurrence is much felt by all 
classes. The place where the shooting oceurred 
was visited by a large number of people to-day. 

Sergeant Craddock had 25 years’ police ser 
vice. He was a native of Ballinasloe, and the 
son of a former Head Constable. He was the 
support of a widow mother and sister. 
Latterly, it is understood, he was employed at 
the ‘Crimes Special Headquarters here. He is 
stated to have received threatening letters, 
which he maide light of. He served during the 
Roer War. and had the medal, and also the 
King’s Coronation medal. He spent most of his 
police service in Athlone. 

At St. Peter's Roman Catholic Church to- 
day the shooting was referred to by the Rev. 
Father Gallagher, who asked the prayers of 
the cengregation for the repose of the soul of 
the man so suddenly taken before his Maker.

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| ESCAPE IN MOTOR CÁR. 
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SCENE DESCRIBED BY

Telegraphing from Lisburn last night, our 
says:—To-day, shortly after 1 
o'clock, District Inspector Oswald Ross Swanzy, 
Royal Irish Constabulary, wae shot dead on 
the public street in Lisburn when returning 
from worship in Christ Church Cathedral. The 
foul deed was witnessed by a large number of 


the Northern Bank three men suddenly dashed 
| forward and fired three shots at him. The 
District Inspector fell, and three more bullets 
were fired into him while he was lying on the 
ground. Death was almost instantaneous. - 

Mr. Swanzy never spoke after he had fallen, 
and so quickly and with such method was the 
crime committed that the onlookers seemed 
rooted to the spot, while the miscreants, who 
were not disguised in any way, ovoily, and with 
smoking revolvers-in their hands, made off and 
boarded a taxicab that was in waiting about 
one hundred yarde away. The car drove off on 
the main road in the direction of Belfast. . 

Captain William A. Woods, late of the Royal 
Air Force, and Commander of the Lisbarn 
Batialion of the Ulster Volunteer Force, 
pluckily intercepted one of the assailants, who 
promptly fired at him, the bullet smashing the 
walking-stick in his hand. A lady had 
sufficient presence of mind to take the number 
of the taxicab, but it proved to be fictitious. 

Several’ people on the street had narrow 
escapes, one of the bullets going through a 
lady’s dress.. Motor cars, manned by police 
and civilians, gave chase, but the aasailanis got 
clear away. 

The neWs of the awful affair epread quickly, 
and reprisals quickly followed. Houses whose 
occupants were believed to have Sinn Fein 
tendencies \cCame in for severe treatment. The

THE ATTACK DESCRIBED. 

Major Ewart, with hie father, Mr. 
Ewart, a well-known figure in Belfast business 
circles; was walking with District Inspector 
Swanzy when he was attaéked. They had 
reached the Northern Bank when suddenly, 
a number of men came up from behind; 
and while two of them pushed Major Ewart 
and. his father aside,: all. of them fired re- 
volvers at the District Inspector. The first 
shot appeared to have proved fatal. Mr. 
Swanzy fell down, and while he lay on the 
ground the men fired five or six more shots 
into his body. They ‘then ‘dashed away, 
firing -their revolvereé im the direction 
of some of the pedestrians as they ran. 
Many people returning from the Cathedral 
were in the immediate vicinity. One gentle- 
man dashed at them with a ‘walking stick. He 
was immediately fired at, bot was neot-hit. The 
assailante jumped-into a motor car which was 
waiting 150 yards up the road, and drove 
away. 

The whole incident, said Major Ewart, only 
lasted a few seconds. The men, be said, so 
far as he could see, were not disguised, and 
they appeared to be reéspectably dressed 
young men, about 20 or 21 years of age. 

After the murder there was great police and 
military activity. Motor cars and lorries went 
in pursuit of the men, but failed’ to find them. 

District Inspector Swanzy, who was a son of 
the late Mr. James Swanzy, solicitor, Castle- 
blayney, County Monaghan, was transferred 
from Cork to Lisburn on the 15th Jaume last. 
He had 15 ywars’ sertice, was unmarried, and 
lived with his mother ‘and sister.

MANY HOUSES WRECKED AND 
BURNED. 


Following the murder of Mr. Swanzy, the 
greatest excitement prevaiied in Lisburn, and 
the houses of a number of men who were be- 
lieved to be Smn Feimers were wrecked. The 
premises which were attacked were principally 
licensed houses, the contents of which were 
thrown on the stfeet and burned. Afterwards 
the houses were set on fire. 

While the house of a publican named M'Kee- 
ver was being attacked shote were heard: and 
shortly afterwards it was found that M‘Keever 
hd been shot through the chest. He was con- 
scious when found, but made no statement as 
to his assailants. 

The house of an Urban Councillor was also 
attacked, and the Councillor was so severely 
treated that he had to be taken to the County 
Infirmary. 

Excitement continued to grow daring the 
day, and the attacks on publichouses and 
dwellinghouses. were taking place at a laté 
hour at night. In the Market Square and Bow 
street area the fires spread quickly, and 
when the blaze in one building died down an- 
other house was set on fire. Along these 
thoroughfares the fires continued to spread, 
and the local brigade was unable to cope with 
the destruction.

THE SHOOTING DESCRIBED. 

Constable Patrick Doherty, Oranmore, stated 
that he left Oranmore yesterday, cycling. He 
was on leave, and was in plain clothes, and 
was unarmed. Sergeant Healy, Constable 
Brown, and Constable Foley accompanied him 
on bicycles. They were in uniform and had 
revolvers. Sergeant Mulhearn,’ who was in 
plain clothes and unarmed, and was going ou 
leave, was with them.: Nothing happened. 
continued the witness, until we passed Roseom- 
mon railway bridge. Constable Foley and I 
were at that time about twenty or thirty yards 
ahead of the others. A shot was fired from 
the railway bridge after we had passed it. 
did not think that this was any attack on us, 
but that it was someone shooting birds. We 
both got off our bicycles and walked up a hill. 
At that point the road takes an S-shaped curve. 
The other three men had also dismounted. 

n I was half-way up the hill I saw about 
ten men, with shot guns and rifles, on my right 
front, looking over thegwall. I said to Foley 
that we were attacked, and told him to turn 
back. We turned back, and as soon as we 
turned -a volley rang out. There was no chal- 
lenge, nor was anything said to us before the 
volley. That volley missed both of us. A 
similar number of rounds rang out about two 
seconds afterwards from the same point. As 
soon as these shots were fired Foley fell against 
the wall. I threw myself down to the ground 
beside him. Besides the shote from the right 
hand side in front there were other shots from 
the other side of the road. There were also 
shots from hehind us. Constable Brown and 
Sergeant Mulhearn were injured by these shots. 
About a quarter of a mile from the railway 
bridge 1 succeeded in getting through a gap 
near where Foley fell into the field, and made 
my way through the wood to Renmore Bar- 
racks looking íor an ambulance. I was back 
again with the military and ambulance within 
half and hour. While I was going through the 
wood there were a number of shots fired. The 
firing kept on for ten minutes after Foley fell. 
When I came back With the ambulance to 
where Foley was he was dead. In the interval 
his revolver and both bicycles were taken. 
I knew him well; he was a good comrade. He 
knew a lot of people in Galway, and was often 
there. He was between thirty-two and thirty- 
three years of age. 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. Fenton J. Campbell, house surgeon, 
County Hospital, stated that the remains of 
the dead ‘constable were brought to the hospital 
at between 1.30 and 2 o’clock yesterday. There 
were wounds on the body caused by four 
separate shots. All were bullet. wounds. There 
was a wound af the back of the left ear, one 
through the left side of the neck, with an 
exit wound straight opposite. One through 
the left arm, extending about three inches to 
wards the shoulder, with an exit wound above 
the shoulder joint; ove bullet wound in the 
abdomen. Either the wound through the head 
or the wound through the neck would hare 
caused instantaneous death. In the witness 5 
opinion he died immediately that he was shot. 
His forehead and hands were scratched, but 
that was from his fall. The cause of his death 
was shock and hemorrhage. 

WOUNDED CONSTABLE’S ESCAPE. 

Constable Brown, who is lying in the hospital 
suffering from a bullet wound in the foot, tells 
a remarkable story. When the shots were fired 
he dismounted from bis machine, ran towards 
the right side of the road, and back along by 
the wall, a bullet passing in at the sole of his 
foot as he ran. and coming out through the big 
toe. Seeing a man in front of him he followed 
him for about forty yards the avenue 
leading up to Mr. John Leech’s house, discharg- 

ing his revelver as he went until he jell ex-

STATEMENTS BY RESICENTS. 

Vivid narratives of the outbreak were given 
| by the residents this afternoon. Ahout midnight 
rifle shots were di 1, and this was followed 
by bomb explosions and cheers. Mrs. Keanc’s 
premises were surrounded. Soon after 
the interior of the building was in flames. A 
few minutes later a fire broke out in a house in 
the back yard, where furniture had been stored 
for safety, and a third fire was started in a 
-house where about £100 worth of wool had been 
stored. The business house, and private resi- 
dence, wool store, coal store, and the house 
where the furniture liad been placed were com- 
pletely guited. The total damage runs to well 
over £5,

GOVERNMENT'S FIRM POLICY. 

Referring to the threat of a campaign oí non- 
co-operation because the 
themselves unable to accept the contentions ad- 
vanced by Indian Moslems, the Viceroy asked if 
anything could be more futile or ill-advised.

the question of facilities for financing exports 
from India to Central European countries, He 
congratulated the Government troops on their 
success in the recent operations, ting the 
slowness of the demobilisation and the dis - 
ing of Indian units, which were due to causes 
beyond control. 

IMPROVED SYSTEM OF COMMUNICATION. 

Reviewing the position on the North-West 
Frontier, he said thet the operations inst the 
Mahsuds were now practically closed, but their 
whole policy had been reviewed, and the Goyern- 
anent had decided that the continuous, tuitous 
provocations by Waziris and Mahsuds should 
me longer be suffered. They had therefore 
decided, with the approval of His Majesty's Go-

THE MURDER OF THE RUSSIAN 
ROYAL FAMILY. 


The. Press Association is indebted to the 
courtesy of 7’ ‘tmez for the following ex- 
tract from the fourth instalment (which. it 
publishes to-morrow) .of the authoritative ac- 
count of the murder of the Tsar and the 
Russian Imperial Family. It deals with the 
career of Rasputin, regarding whom the writer 
says :—He gave advice to the Tsar on ‘all sorts 
of important matters. He even had the 
audacity to stamp his foot at Nicholas for not 
heeding it. We know that at least on one 
occasion he flirectly influenced the Tsar to take 
a fatal decision. For the Imperial féte day, De- 
cember, 191d, all the political Russian nobles, 
burgesses, and peasants expected the Tsar to 
go to the Duma and announce the formation 
of a Ministry enjoving public confidence 
Alexandra was, of course, violently opposed to 
any concession, but she feared the influence of 
the Army on Nicholas, and Rasputin was pro- 
duced for the occasion. He succeeded in dis- 
suading the~hapiess Monarch, to his undoin 
and to the ruin of the Army and of Russia. 
do not propose to rehearse the well-known 
stories about Rasputin’s influence on the dismissal 
or appointment of Ministers or prelate? Those 
siories are trie only in so far as they represent 
Grishka acting as the instrument of another 
person's will, in most cases Alexandra’s. He 
was too ignorang too petty, to understand poli- 
tical questions. “ For instance, he was always 
urging the Emperor to come inio direct conflict 
with the peopie. “Get rid of the Ministers: 
they lie to you; address yourself direct to the 
people. You will then know the truth, and 
everything will right\itself.” Nicholas became 
rather tired of this parrot-like repetition. He 
had heard it so often from his wife. One day 
he told Rasputin—“‘It sounds very nice, but 
how is it to be one? You know quite well 
that if I took your advice I should very soon 
lose my li “No, never,” was the reply. 
“You will-be killed by an intellectual, not by 
8 peasant.” Not a convincing or cheerful re- 
g . After stating that Rasputin was against 
the war with Germany, whom he considered to 
be “too strong,” and that on this point he 
did not reflect the mind of the Empress, Mie 
writer roceeds—The murder of Rasputin 
evoked the greatest outburst of popular rejoic- 
ing that any act had ever produced. “ Ubili” 
(they have killed) was the universal greeting. 
People did not stop io ask who had been 
killed. They knew. The whole nation had de- 
sired his death, and-one wonders that he se 
long survived. But his murder was more or less 
a mistake, since he was merely an ignorant tool, 
and the circumstances of his end—the lawless 
joy that it evoked—only helped the revolu- 
tionaries. Thenceforth the Empress’s name. was 
in the gutter, and there was only one hope of 
salvation for the Tsar—disassociate himself from 
his wife. To do that—to put her away into a 
monastery, as Tsar Peter Alexeievseh would 
have done—was quite beyond the capacity of a 
geutle soul like Nicholas Alexandrovich.

“1 will ask you,” said his lordship, “to offer a 
fervent prayer for the unhappy man who was 
shot dead in our neighbourhood yesterday. 
May God have mercy ny en soul and grant him 
forgiveness of any sms that he has been denied 
time to repent of. I will ask you also to pray 
earnestly for those who have taken his life. 
They need our prayers even more than he, for 
they have broken the law of God, which forbids 
the taking of human life. Apart from self- 
defence and the execution of a just sentence 
after a fair trial, God allows the taking of life 
only by public authority in a just war, and no 
legitimate authority in Ireland has declared or 
authorised war against the police. I know well 
how extreme is the provocation given by the 
British Government. No country in the world 
is so free frem ordinary crime as Ireland, and 
if only we had a Government of our own, in 
accordance with the wishes of the Irish people, 
I am convineed that no country in the world 


especially would be more peaceable or happy or pros- 


rous. For centuries we have been sorely tried 
y misgovernment, but never, at all events in 
my time, has misgovernment been so oppressive, 
or dishonest, or hypocritical as in these last few 
years. Still, however great the provocation, 
He knows the truth, and as 
is the best of fathers, His law cannot but 
be our best guide in all possible circumstances. 
is is a time of trial for us all. The more we 
are tried the greater the need of casting our 
whole care upon our Heavenly Father, for He 
hath eare of us. God has brought this country 
through greater trials, and if we put our trust 
in Him and in the prayers of our Blessed 
Mother, to whom we owe so much throughout 
our history, we shall not be disappointed.”

SOLDIERS AND A MAIL CAR.

Dublin Castle on Saturday afternoon :— 
INTIMIDATION, 

The foreman of the jury who brought in a 
verdict of wilful murder at an inquest on a 
policeman has received letvers threatening him 
with death. Several County Meath magis- 
trates have received letters threatening them 
with death if they attend Petty Sessions for six 
months. 

Letters have been received by a farmer in 
the Larne. district warning him to dismiss ser- 
vant girls from his employment on the grounds 
that they are Sinn Feiners. The girls also got 
letters warning them to clear out or their 
houses would be burned. 

Notices found neat the house of a tradesman 
in Limavady accused him of being ea leading 
Sinn Feiner in the place, and ordered him to 
prepare for death. It seems that the trades- 
man had expressed his political i views in @ 
public place. : 

A County Mayo postman was held up by 
armed men, who asked him why he did not get 
his brother to resign from the R.I.C. e 
replied that his brother had been written to, 
but had not yet resigned. The postman was 
ordered to go into a house near by and remain 
there until next day. 

POLICEMEN DISARMED. 

A sergeant and two constables of Dungloe, 
Co. Donegal, were held up at noon on the 20th 
inst., and deprived of their arms and ammuni- 


tion, 
TELEGRAPH WIRES CUT. 

It is officially confirmed that one night last 
week thirty-five trunk telegraph wires were cut 
at Swords, near Dublin. Fifty-four telegraph 
wires were cut early on the morning of the 20th 
at Gormanston. 

MOTOR LORRY CARRIED OFF. 

A party of armed and masked men held up 
a Wexford motor lorry, and, blindfolding the 
driver, placed him in a house under a guard. 
The motor lorry was then taken away, and 
three hours later the raiders returned with the 
lorry, and told the driver where he would find 
empty porter cases which were on the lorry 
when seized. 

THE BOYCOTT OF ULSTER. i 

A bread van, the property Messrs. Inglis, 
was set on fire at Tullybrickhamilton, Co. 
Armagh, and another yan of the same firm was 
similarly destroyed at Ballynamore, Co. Leitrim. 

A cart, the property of the Scotch Co-opera- 
tive Creamery Co., was burned in the same way 
at Swanlinbar, Co. Cavan. ° 

These are alleged to be incidents in the boy- 
cott of Northern firms. 

At 9.30 a.m. on the 19th inst. 128 copies of 
the Irish Daily Telegraph were taken from 
a carrier's cart at Bundoran Railway Station 
by seven men. On the day previous copies 
of a “ proclamation” were posted in the dis- 
trict advocating the boycot of Belfast traders. 

RAIDS FOR ARMS. - 

In the early morning of the 20th eix houses 
in Callan, Co. Kilkenny, were raided for arms 
by a party of armed and masked men. A shot 
gun was taken from each. In one house re- 
sistance was offered by the occupier, who 
wounded one of the raiders with a rook rifle. 
Six shots were fired into one house. 

Further raids for arms are reported from 
Bridgetown, Co. Wexford; Castlecomer, Bally- 
neil, Co. Wexford; Clonmore, Queen’s County. 
In the last case six houses were raided in one 
night. 

There were three raids for arms at Thomas- 


town. 
CONSTABLE KIDNAPPED. 

A party of masked men raided a house in 
Ballinasloe where a constable of the R.1.0. was 
in bed. He was ordered to dress, end then 
taken in a motor car to an unknown destina- 
tion. 

A party of police were fired at in Ballymote, 
Co. Sligo, in the early morning of the 20th. 
The police, who were uninjured, returned the 
fire, and believed they wounded two men who 
held them up. 

When the car of a taxi driver broke down in 
Moyvalley, Kildare district, he left it at a 
house close by. During the night a party of 
unknown men came along and demanded the 
accesdories of the car, which they took, and 
then set fire to the taxi, which was completely 
destroyed. It is supposed the raiders be- 
lieved this was a police car. 

A motor car belonging to a representative of 
Messrs, Gallaher, to o menufacturers, has 
been maliciously burned at Ballybay, Co. 
Monaghan.

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BURNING OF CREAMERIES. 


SIR HORACE PLUNKETT AND THE 
CHIEF SECRETARY. 


The following correspondence has taken place 
between Sir Horace Plunkett and Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, Chief Secretary :— _ ' 
Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, 
The Plunkett House, Dublin, 
- 19th August, 1920. 
Sin,—As President of the Írish Agricultural 
Organisation Society I am compelled to bring 
before you a matter of urgent public importance 
which calls for immediate action by the Irish 
Government. 
- You are, of course, aware that many of our 
societies have’ had their property destroyed 
under circumstances which leave no doubt that 
the outrages were committed either by military 
or police as acts of reprisals or of terrorism. 
This Society has furnished information to the 
Government in regard to some of these cases, 
and is attempting to obtain complete data 
with respect to them all. It has been our in- 
tention to postpone making our request to the 
Irish Government for the proper redress until 
complete data were forthcoming. The delay on 
our part seemed to be justified by the assur- 
ance of the Lords Justices in the Under Secre- 
tary’s letter of May ee (No. IR that “' oe 
ible steps were being taken to preven 
aniar outrages.” At the time of this under- 
taking only five or six such occurrences had 
taken place. Since fhen several similar outrages 
have been reported. Their recurrence m some 
twelve new cases is causing this Society the 
gravest alarm, and unless drastic action 1s 
taken the most serious consequences to the 
peace, order, and material interest of the 
country (including the food supply) must result. 
Nor will the mischicf end with the societies 
which have actually suffered loss. The Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society has, through 
all the recent troubles, been not only permitted, 
but encouraged by general agreement to con- 


‘the remedy. 


tinue its non-political’ work for the social ad- 
vancement and economic development of Ire- 
land. If it is unable to help its member 
sovieties in their present trouble its influence 
will be destroyed. We are informed that already 
groups of farmers, who were anxious to orga- 
nise themselves for food production under our 
auspices, have stated that it is no use putting 
their savings into buildings and pliant which 
may be wrecked by agents of the Government. 
You will, air, recognise that the evil is one 
for which the Government alone ean provide 
Obviously, the first step is to have 
an open in uiry into al! the facts, in order that 
public confidence may restored. At the 
same time, we are entitled to ask for au 
authoritative assurance that, where the destruc- 
tion of property is traced to servants of the 
Government, full compensation will be provided 
from the Imperial Exchequer, and not charged, 
through the local rates, on the people whose 
property is so destroyed. On our part I will 
undertake that the officers of this Society, with 
the assistance of the local societies concerned, 
wil! do all in their power to aid the Government 
in obtaining evidence.—I am, sir, your obedient 
servant, & :
